The subject matters of claim 1, 2 and 10 do not meet the requirement of 
novelty. Document 1 discloses products which are regarded to fall within 
the definition of ^^one switching element", ^""a voltage-generating circuit" 
and '^a control circuit" in the present Claim 1 and 2. 

The subject matters of claim 3 and 4 do not appear to involve an inventive 
step in view of the docijment 1 cited in the ISR and the document 2 cited 
in the same. The person skilled in the art would easily conceive the idea 
of applying the technical feature of clamping an input voltage employed 
in document 2 to the invention disclosed in document 1. 



The subject matter of claim 9 does not appear to involve an inventive step 
in view of the document 1 cited in the ISR and the document 3 cited in the 
same. Document 3 discloses products which are regarded to fall within the 
definition of ^^a reference-voltage generating circuit" and ^^a cortparator 
circuit" in the present Claim 9. 

The subject matters of claim 5-8 are neither disclosed in any of the 
documents cited in the ISR nor obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
